support the county. 

County Commission Chairman 
Lake Lytal declared that “if you 
analyse the valuations over hom2- 
steads you would be able to get 
millions more on the ‘tax rolls.”

TAMPA—Federal Judge Will- 
iam J .Baker recently ordered 
destruction of 3,217 pounds of 
horse meat labeled tender loin. 

The meat was shipped from 
Dallas, Texas, by Meyer Gilgus 
to a Tampa storage house to be 
held for Gilgus. 

Federal officials seized it here 
March 29 because it was improp- 
erly labeled “tender loin.” They 
said any action taken against 
Gilgus would be in Dallas, where 
the shipment originated. 

Meanwhile, city county and 
Federal health officials here said 
they had no knowledge of an- 
other 280,000 pounds of horse 
meat reportedly seized here re- 
cently.
